REX STEWART and His Orchestra: Rex Stewart, 
trumpet; Lawrence Brown, trombone; Harry Carney, 
baritone and alto saxes; Ben Webster, tenor sax; 
Duke Ellington, piano; Jimmy Blanton, bass; 
Sonny Greer, drums. ( Side 1 recorded in Chicago; 
November 2, 191,0. Side 2 Hollywood; J uly 3, 191,1 .) 

This Rex Stewart band is a “Duke Ellington 
unit,” a label that has described a number of 
different small groups over the past few decades, 
and that in this case denotes a strikingly imag- 
inative, unusual and exciting band. 

There are, of course, a good many varieties 
of Ellington music: in addition to the many 
changes through which the big band has inevi- 
tably passed since the '20s, there has always 
been the separate and special kinds of jazz shaped 
by small recording groups like these. Like the 
others, this one— although it bears the unmis- 
takable stamp of the Duke’s approach to jazz — 
represents, in several significant respects, a self- 
sufficient side excursion from the main Ellington 
stream. 

One of the unique virtues of these numbers is 
a feeling of extra-special relaxation: for men 
long-trained in the disciplined patterns and 
exacting section work of the full Ellington bands, 
record dates like these must have had about 
them an atmosphere something like being let out 
of school for a while. Not that these boys had any 
dislike for the school— Sonny Greer had been 
with the Duke from the start, Harry Carney 
almost as long, Stewart and Lawrence Brown since 
the early 1930s— but this was something different. 

The tunes are in the Ellington vein; the Duke 
himself is on hand; yet the difference is noticeable 
enough. One of the essential features of the full- 
band music is in the arranged interplay within 
and between sections; in these records, with 
small-band instrumentation, this is of course 
absent (although some of these numbers achieve 
a much fuller sound than many a much larger 


cluster of horns ever managed). In its place is a 
great deal more freedom for a soloist to move 
around, a great deal more ease (of what would 
at least seem to be the “lean back in your chair” 
and “don’t worry too much about reading the 
music” kinds). 

What gets to be the heart of the performance 
is another well-established Ellington trademark, 
here expanded to the point where it becomes the 
main consideration. This is the matter of giving 
the soloist his kind of music to work with. It may 
sound like the most obvious thing in the world, 
but it is a technique that has escaped the atten- 
tion of most creators of arranged jazz (or else has 
been quite intentionally ignored by them). It is 
much easier and more customary to take material 
that suits only some purpose of the leader or the 
arranger, and to require the soloist (whether or 
not he may be allowed to improvise some or all 
of the actual notes of his chorus) to fit himself 
into their strait-jacket. It’s easier; it just doesn’t 
often happen to sound as good as what takes 
place on this record. 

Rex Stewart is the nominal leader here and, 
therefore, much of what is played is the sort of 
jazz that has for so long been identified with him: 
the sharp, pattering attack, sometimes savage, 
sometimes comic, with its remarkable half-valve 
effects; and the liberal addition of a blues feeling 
to the normal quota of Ellington sophistication. 
Stewart is a horn man whose references are cer- 
tainly of the best: he began with obscure small 
groups around New York in the early ’20s (an 
early photo shows him with one four-piece band 
bearing the name “Bobby Brown’s Society 
Orchestra”), and then went into Fletcher Hender- 
son’s band early in 1926. In a sense he was a 
replacement for Louis Armstrong, since in the 
few months between Louis’ departure and Rex’s 
coming the trumpet section had only two men. 
He spent the first years of the ’30s with another 


of the major names in early Negro big-band 
jazz: McKinney’s Cotton Pickers. Then in 1934 
he joined the Duke for what was to be a very 
long stay. 

Lawrence Brown, with his big, broad, staccato- 
but-smooth tones; Ben Webster, also a Henderson 
alumnus and at the time a leading exponent of 
the Coleman Hawkins style of tenor saxophone; 
Harry Carney and Sonny Greer, two of the 
steadiest (and therefore, inevitably, compara- 
tively overlooked) props of the Ellington founda- 
tion; Jimmy Blanton, the brilliant and short-lived 
bassist, who in retrospect must be judged one 
of the pioneers of “modern” jazz — these, plus the 
Duke himself, formed the line-up. They played 
Ellington-with-a-difference, and they really made 
it move. The results vary from the tricky and 
smoothly integrated effects of Subtle Slough to 
the free-flowing rides of Mobile Bay and Linger 
Awhile (these last two being unreleased “takes” 
that are very much looser and quite different 
from the versions originally issued, as if in specific 
proof of the non-regimented nature of sessions 
like these). The startling Menelik, with Rex’s 
horn moving from low, savage growls to wild 
soarings, is a previously unissued number, as is 
the melodic Poor Bubber. 

Although this music is not very old, as jazz 
goes, it is a kind that has disappeared and perhaps 
almost been forgotten by now. Possibly this is 
because it didn’t fit into any single major groove: 
not really the same as the more ambitious and 
intricate “big” Ellington sound: not Swing, 
although it certainly swings; not modern jazz, 
although it has what could be called early ele- 
ments of that in it. But, whatever you can or 
cannot call it, its special virtues— its verve and 
imagination and the relaxation of strongly dis- 
ciplined musicians on a “day off”— are certainly 
qualities that jazz can always use and that are 
very much worth keeping around.

As almost everyone knows, in the days before motion pic- 
tures became audible, the external mood for the him was 
supplied by a harassed individual in the orchestra pit. pound- 
ing away on a rickety piano among the peanut shells and 
trying to keep one eye on the shifting scenes above his head, 
the other on the flying missiles of restive and independent 
members of the audience. In the plushier cathedrals of the 
films, the piano gave way to the organ, which was felt to be, 
and indeed was, more in keeping with the artistic gropings 
of the movies. And when the screen began to speak, the 
sonorous music of the organ remained to lull the customers 
into sweet oblivion between shows. 

It is not difficult to see why the organ became a permanent 
part of large-scale motion picture entertainment, nor why 
it is as widely used in secular affairs as it is in sacred 
services. Few instruments are so adaptable to shifting styles 
in music, nor can anything short of a full symphony orchestra 
approach it in virtuosity. Deft manipulation of the stops 
can produce almost any imaginable effect to lend decoration 
to a tune. And the organ is as thrilling in popular music as 
it is in classical themes. The collection of evergreen melodies 
here played by Don Baker demonstrates the deep splendor 
the organ lends to popular songs, together with the delightful 
and tasteful arrangements of a brilliant organ soloist. 

Born in Canada, Don Baker studied organ music there 
until 1923, when he came to New York City. He became a 
citizen almost immediately and in 1924 began his career as a 
theater organist. After playing in several New York theaters, 
he joined the New York Paramount Theater as house organ- 


ist in 1935, and has played his sparkling arrangements for 
audiences there ever since. Popular Organ Solos presents 
Don Baker playing fourteen of the best-loved songs of the 
Twenties and Thirties, songs everyone remembers with plea- 
sure and delights in hearing again. 

At an early age Don Baker began to lean toward music 
as a profession. He attended the Toronto Conservatory of 
Music and before he was sixteen took membership in the 
Calgary, Canada, branch of the American Federation of 
Musicians. But the organ came into Don’s life purely by 
accident. 

Don left his hearth and home in Calgary and journeyed 
to the mecca of musicians. New York City. His forte at the 
time was the piano, and in short order he obtained a posi- 
tion in the pit orchestra at the Flushing Theatre, Tong Island. 
Fate then stepped in. One evening the supper hour organist 
failed to appear. But the organ was there, and Don took over. 

He became so fascinated by the organ that he came in 
early every morning to practice. Within two months he was 
installed as main organist and spent his working hours “cue- 
ing” the silent motion pictures. 

Don’s life since has consisted of a series of advancements 
to better jobs in belter theaters with orchestra dates on the 
Hammond Electric Organ, radio shows, motion picture 
shorts, recording sessions, and a trip to the Continent thrown 
in for good measure. Lately the Paramount Theatre in Times 
Square, New ^ ork, has been his organ-playing headquarters.

This Rex Stewart band is a “Duke Ellington 
unit,” a label that has described a number of 
different small groups over the past few decades, 
and that in this case denotes a strikingly imag- 
inative, unusual and exciting band. 

There are, of course, a good many varieties 
of Ellington music: in addition to the many 
changes through which the big band has inevi- 
tably passed since the ’20s, there has always 
been the separate and special kinds of jazz shaped 
by small recording groups like these. Like the 
others, this one — although it bears the unmis- 
takable stamp of the Duke’s approach to jazz — 
represents, in several significant respects, a self- 
sufficient side excursion from the main Ellington 
stream. 

One of the unique virtues of these numbers is 
a feeling of extra-special relaxation: for men 
long-trained in the disciplined patterns and 
exacting section work of the full Ellington bands, 
record dates like these must have had about 
them an atmosphere something like being let out 
of school for a while. Not that these boys had any 
dislike for the school— Sonny Greer had been 
with the Duke from the start, Harry Carney 
almost as long, Stewart and Lawrence Brown since 
the early 1930s— but this was something different. 

The tunes are in the Ellington vein; the Duke 
himself is on hand; yet the difference is noticeable 
enough. One of the essential features of the full- 
band music is in the arranged interplay within 
and between sections; in these records, with 
small-band instrumentation, this is of course 
absent (although some of these numbers achieve 
a much fuller sound than many a much larger 


cluster of horns ever managed). In its place is a 
great deal more freedom for a soloist to move 
around, a great deal more ease (of what would 
at least seem to be the “lean back in your chair” 
and “don’t worry too much about reading the 
music” kinds). 

What gets to be the heart of the performance 
is another well-established Ellington trademark, 
here expanded to the point where it becomes the 
main consideration. This is the matter of giving 
the soloist his kind of music to work with. It may 
sound like the most obvious thing in the world, 
but it is a technique that has escaped the atten- 
tion of most creators of arranged jazz (or else has 
been quite intentionally ignored by them). It is 
much easier and more customary to take material 
that suits only some purpose of the leader or the 
arranger, and to require the soloist (whether or 
not he may be allowed to improvise some or all 
of the actual notes of his chorus) to fit himself 
into their strait-jacket. It’s easier; it just doesn’t 
often happen to sound as good as what takes 
place on this record. 

Rex Stewart is the nominal leader here and, 
therefore, much of what is played is the sort of 
jazz that has for so long been identified with him: 
the sharp, pattering attack, sometimes savage, 
sometimes comic, with its remarkable half-valve 
effects; and the liberal addition of a blues feeling 
to the normal quota of Ellington sophistication. 
Stewart is a horn man whose references are cer- 
tainly of the best: he began with obscure small 
groups around New York in the early ’20s (an 
early photo shows him with line four-piece band 
bearing the name “Bobby Brown’s Society 
Orchestra”), and then went into Fletcher Hender- 
son’s band early in 1926. In a sense he was a 
replacement for Louis Armstrong, since in the 
few months between Louis’ departure and Rex’s 
coming the trumpet section had only two men. 
lie spent the first years of the ’30s with another 


of the major names in early Negro big-band 
jazz: McKinney’s Cotton Pickers. Then in 1934 
he joined the Duke for what was to be a very 
long stay. 

Lawrence Brown, with his big, broad, staccato- 
but-smooth tones; Ben Webster, also a Henderson 
alumnus and at the time a leading exponent of 
the Coleman Hawkins style of tenor saxophone; 
Harry Carney and Sonny Greer, two of the 
steadiest (and therefore, inevitably, compara- 
tively overlooked) props of the Ellington founda- 
tion; Jimmy Blanton, the brilliant and short-lived 
bassist, who in retrospect must be judged one 
of the pioneers of “modern” jazz — these, plus the 
Duke himself, formed the line-up. They played 
Ellington-with-a-difference, and they really made 
it move. The results vary from the tricky and 
smoothly integrated effects of Subtle Slough to 
the free-flowing rides of Mobile Bay and Linger 
Awhile (these last two being unreleased “take's” 
that are very much looser and quite different 
from the versions originally issued, as if in specific 
proof of the non-regimented nature of sessions 
like these). The startling Menelik, with Rex’s 
horn moving from low, savage growls to wild 
soarings, is a previously unissued number, as is 
the melodic Poor Bubber. 

Although this music is not very old, as jazz 
goes, it is a kind that has disappeared and perhaps 
almost been forgotten by now. Possibly this is 
because it didn’t fit into any single major groove: 
not really the same as the more ambitious and 
intricate “big” Ellington sound; not Swing, 
although it certainly swings; not modern jazz, 
although it has what could be called early ele- 
ments of that in it. But, whatever you can or 
cannot call it, its special virtues— its verve and 
imagination and the relaxation of strongly dis- 
ciplined musicians on a “day off” - are certainly 
qualities that jazz can always use and that are 
very much worth keeping around.

As almost everyone knows, in the days before motion pic- 
tures became audible, the external mood for the film was 
supplied by a harassed individual in the orchestra pit, pound- 
ing away on a rickety piano among the peanut shells and 
trying to keep one eye on the shifting scenes above his head, 
the other on the flying missiles of restive and independent 
members of the audience. In the plushier cathedrals of the 
films, the piano gave way to the organ, which was felt to be, 
and indeed was, more in keeping with the artistic gropings 
of the movies. And when the screen began to speak, the 
sonorous music of the organ remained to lull the customers 
into sweet oblivion between shows. 

It is not difficult to see why the organ became a permanent 
part of large-scale motion picture entertainment, nor why 
it is as widely used in secular affairs as it is in sacred 
services. Few instruments are so adaptable to shifting styles 
in music, nor can anything short of a full symphony orchestra 
approach it in virtuosity. Deft manipulation of the stops 
can produce almost any imaginable effect to lend decoration 
to a tune. And the organ is as thrilling in popular music as 
it is in classical themes. The collection of evergreen melodies 
here played by Don Baker demonstrates the deep splendor 
the organ lends to popular songs, together with the delightful 
and tasteful arrangements of a brilliant organ soloist. 

Born in Canada, Don Baker studied organ music there 
until 1923, when he came to New York City. He became a 
citizen almost immediately and in 1924 began his career as a 
theater organist. After playing in several New York theaters, 
he joined the New York Paramount Theater as house organ- 


ist in 1935, and has played his sparkling arrangements for 
audiences there ever since. Popular Organ Solos presents 
Don Baker playing fourteen of the best-loved songs of the 
Twenties and Thirties, songs everyone remembers with plea- 
sure and delights in hearing again. 

At an early age Don Baker began to lean toward music 
as a profession. He attended the Toronto Conservatory of 
Music and before he was sixteen took membership in the 
Calgary, Canada, branch of the American Federation of 
Musicians. But the organ came into Don’s life purely by 
accident. 

Don left his hearth and home in Calgary and journeyed 
to the mecca of musicians, New York Citv. His forte at the 
time was the piano, and in short order he obtained a posi- 
tion in the pit orchestra at the Flushing Theatre, Long Island. 
Fate then stepped in. One evening the supper hour organist 
failed to appear. But the organ was there, and Don took over. 

He became so fascinated by the organ that he came in 
earlv every morning to practice. Within two months he was 
installed as main organist and spent his working hours “cue- 
ing” the silent motion pictures. 

Don’s life since has consisted of a series of advancements 
to better jobs in better theaters with orchestra dates on the 
Hammond Electric Organ, radio shows, motion picture 
shorts, recording sessions, and a trip to the Continent thrown 
in for good measure. Lately the Paramount Theatre in Times 
Square, New York, has been his organ-playing headquarters. 
The famous Paramount organ was used by Don in recording 
this collection.
